Turns is no gratitude in statesmen. Of all men Mr. 
Gladstone, at the present moment, ought to be most 
grateful to the House of Lords. He had framed a 
Budget which exhibited an imaginary surplus of 
£430,000. That surplus has vanished into thin air 
even before the Budget was passed. In the votes for 
the year no estimate was taken for the expenses of 
the Chinese war. Mr. Gladstone hoped that 
“something would turn up,” or that the Chinese 
would surrender at once and pay all the costs. In 
some vague anticipation of this kind the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer proposed to abolish the Paper- 
duty, and thus to add a million and a quarter to an. 
already formidable deficiency. The Lords did what 
they could to rescue Mr. Gladstone. They gave 
him a million and a quarter to spend, and spent it is 
already. Yesterday morning was iesued an estimate 
of the sum required still to be voted towards defray- 
ing the expenses of operations in China beyond the 
ordinary grants, This pleasant instalment makes up 


‘the round sum of three million eight hundred 


thousand pounds ! 

It from this sum of £3,800,000; we deduct the 
revenue gained by the retention of the Paper-duty, 
we have a deficit still remaining of £2,575,000. for 
the Chinese war alone, or about threepence in the 
pound additional Income-tax. We already pay ten- 
pence in the pound, but Mr. Gladstone has taken 
good care that we must pay even more than that

deavour to prove that the House of Lords is very 


Had not the Lords 
rejected the bill for the abolition of the Paper-duty , 
we should have to provide £3,800,000 from direct 
texation. That fact alone will satisfy the country 
of the wisdom and prudence which guided the Lords, 
despite the vituperation of disappointed revolu- 
tionists and empirical financiers. 


Tue spirited crusaders who so enthusiastically 
volunteered for the Pope's Brigade are coming 
home as best they may, with ardour tolerably cooled. 
They who retused to proceed to Hull from Liver- 
pool, finding themselves in breakfast, dinner, and 
supper, and a bed beside, out of the Papal bounty 
of one shillin und threepence, were wise in their 
generation, They inferred, rightly enough, that 
if they were treated so scurvily near home, they 
would be treated worse when farther off. Letters, 
however, there were in abundance, professedly from 
Irish correspondents at Rome, but manifestly con- 
cocted in chapel vestries. According to these, the 
Pope was enamoured of his Irish Brigaders. They 
were angeli though not angli, when not flying at 
each other's throats. Nothing could equal the sump- 
tuousness of their entertainment—in print. Ducks 
and green peas, roast lamb and Westphalia hams, 
Bologna sausages washed down by Khenish wine 
formed their ordinary diet. Themistocles could 
speak Persian before he was one year at the Court of 
Susa ; but the Irish Volunteers were the subjects of 
a miracle, for they learned French, German, and 
Italian, simply by travelling in third-class railroad 
carriages. Much of this was really believed by the 
poor ploughmen of the South and West, and they 
hurried to Rome, not so much to fight for the Pope 
as to revel in gastronomic beatitude, and “to learn 
the languages.”

It is plain the thing cannot be 
dove. The most momentous affairs run a risk of being 
absolutely forgotten in such a pressure. When the 
Gauls enter the British Senate they will find Conscript 
Fathers s'tting with admirable patience, getting through 
the orders of the day ns fast as they can, and crying 
“Order,” as the intruders cut them down, with the 
Speuker at their hea I. 

We are aware these comments are exceedingly idle, 
and that we have no remedy to offer. Could the 
British public be once assured that Ministers were at 
the point of utter exvaustion, they would think that 
now was the time to make one last effort and destroy 
the whole Cabinet, ao as to have the amusement ot a 
new Ministry.

Of the hundred 
or two bills to be despatched between this and the loch 
of August, a large portion must fail to the ground and 
be trampled to death in the crowd ; and the remainder 
cannot receive that attention i to make good 
measures. We have already had an Act of Parliament 
this session to insert the word “ Finsbury” in an acu 
which had just reevived the royal assent, must 
be mere serious mishaps. But even Acts of Parliament 
may be insignificant com with foreign policy, Li 
a wise .ecisive is taken & Minister who can only 
give an odd balf-hour in a week to the most important 
questions of European policy or international duty, it 
must be by a miracle, and in these days we do not ex- 
pect a a miracle to supersede ordinary means.

The time that has eiapsed since its publication has doubt- 
less consigned to oblivion many the features of Mr. 
Garrett's communication: I therefore think it well to pass 
over thé truisms, the non sequiturs and the manifold non- 
pertinent portions ofthe document, and would come at oe 
to the challenge which has been brandished. Mr. Garrett

He 
would, however, be very rash if he should suppose that be- 
cause the brethren treat with indifference a proposal that is 
absurd, that they therefore admit the excellence or indefeasi - 
bility of a state of thiags which is unsound. In these pro- 
Positions we have— 

First—A charge brought against the acting and conduct 
of the “ Church Tanten Society ; ” and, 

Secondiy—An assertion of the gooiness or righteousness 
of the National System of Education.” 

I venture to allege that these two propositions are not both 
aprop s, nor properly antithetical. 

To balance properly, the challenge should have .said—for

Firet—Tue system of the Church Education Society, as 
now developed, is not good and righteous, nor as far as it 


goes, in accordance with the Divine will, : 


Secondly ~The National System of Education, as now de- 


veloped, is good and righteous, and, so far as it goes, is in 
accordance with the Divine will. 


Would Mr. Gurrett veuture to say that he would become 


the champion who should, in a contest beſore the face of the 
world, discuss and maiatain these two propositiois? Where 
is the Sunday-school scholar who could not, in such a case, 
brand traitor upon the front of him who would stand for so 
foul a perversion of truth and common sense? And does the 
challenger suppose that he could shirk this, the true issue, by 


turning the question of principle into a consideration about 
óetails of conduct? 

Hut. for my part, I think that the attempt to cook Mr. 
Garrett's propositions into a praciicable shape must fail to 
proluce a testimony on the subject worthy of a Christian 
minister. 

Suffer me to express what I suppose to be the mind of my 
@lerical brethren on the subject :— 

Firet—The-prisciples of the Church Education Socie'y, as 
it is now constituted, are in accordance with the revealed 
will d God, and calculated, if faithfully carried out, to pro- 
mote the best interests of man and the glory of God, 

Secondiy—The principles of the National System of Eéu- 


cent on, as by law established, are in contravention of the re- 


vealed will of God, and involve a compromise of truth that 
is base, cowardly, and unwise, and cal ‘lated to draw down 
the Divine displeasure on the realm. 

Here, sir, is a statement of the case that I, for my part, 
believe to be sirictly correct. It surprises one to see the 
strides that in this matter uofaithtulness has made. The Na- 
tional System was constructed to be a compromise, conceded as 
a compromise, and accepted as a compromise, To find, how- 
ever. a clergyman, at this maturity of the subject, so wrought

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE, LONDON. 

On Tuesday the annual distribution of prizes to the 
students in the faculty of arts and laws took place, 
ander the presidenfy of Lord Stanley, M. P., who was 
accompanie1 by Karl Fortescue, the t Hon. Sir 
Edward Ryan, George Grote, Esq., Sir Francis Guld- 
smid, M. P., John Walker, Esq., M. P., and other gentle- 
men, who were either connected with or in in 
the institution. 

Professor Newman, dean of the college, read the 
annual report, which gave a very favourable account of 
the progress of the college. It stated that the number 
of stadents in the ordinary classes of this faculty had 
been 220 in the present session, against 206 last year, 
ind 77 the preceding year, at which time the numbers 
seemed to have run to a minimum. On the other 
hand, in the schvolmasters’ classes tor four years together 
there had been a steady and rapid decrease from 67 to 
51, thence to 35, and in the last session to 27. Asa 
cause for thie decrease could be pointed out, it had ap. 
peared to the professors that some change would be needed 
in thie department of the lecturing. The Jews’ Comme 
moration scholarship (415 a year), which connected the 
sitting of Jewish members in Parliament with benefits 
given and received in this college, had been awarded to 
Nathaniel Nathan, of London. lu conclusion, the report 
said that nothing bad occurred to call for the dean ‘s in- 
terference in maintaining discipline among the scholars 
the good order of the college being preserved sufficiently 
by the authority of each separate professor.
